RANGOON, Burma (API—Neu- 


tralist Burma's once friendly face 
t o w a r d the West is reflecting 
doubt and suspicion now. 


The Burmese strongman, Gen. 


Ne Win, is systematically routing 
out all foreign influences within 
his country, but the West is hurt- 
ing the most. 


His most recent move was to 


ban all embassies from showing 
propaganda 
films outside Ran- 


goon. The distribution of foreign 
language publications printed out- 
side Burma also has been banned. 


Earlier this year, Ne Win vir- 


tually eliminated foreign business 
interests through nationalization.

China that compels her to trend 
a careful neutralist path in for- 
eign affairs, diplomats here say. 


But they fear that Nc Win. try- 


ing hard to unite his country after

feels he can afford to upset tho 
West, but not China. 


Burma tended to be oriented 


toward the West after 
Britain 


gave her independence gracefully 
in 1948. However, with the rise of 
the Southeast Asian Treaty Or- 
ganization in neighboring Thai- 
land, Burmese leaders have tend- 
ed to withdraw into their tradi- 
tional suspicion of foreigners. 


Remnants of the 
Nationalist 


Chinese army that moved into 
Burma in retreat from the Com- 
munists have stayed to plague thet 
border areas. Only last year, a 
riot pearly developed in front of 
the U.S. Embassy in Rangoon be- 
cause of alleged American support 
for these elements. 


The Communist Chinese have 


been playing a careful role with 
Burma over the years, culminat- 
ing in the signing of a border 
agreement beneficial to Burma in 


1961. 


Subtle Chinese influences contin-

TV Hopes to 
Go Inside 
Capsule

NEW YORK (AP)—Television, 


which has brought five manned 
missile launchings into American 
homes, now hopes to take the 
viewers inside of capsule itself. 


Astronaut Gordon Cooper will 


have a television camera inside 
his craft during his 22-orbit space 
flight planned for mid-May. If all 
goes well, viewers will be able to 
watch Cooper during the actual 
launching and during the 34-hour 
flight. We may also see the earth 
—live—from points 100 miles up 
in space 


Development of a special, tiny 


television camera has made this 
possible. It is the shape and about 
the size of a four-battery flash- 
light and will be clipped on a 
swivel mounting inside the cap- 
sule, but can be removed and 
aimed by Major Cooper to show 
experiments in progress and the 
world below. 


The five previous manned space 


shots were reported by the three 
major television networks but the 
actual picture coverage ceased as 
soon as the rocket shot out of 
sight. 


This time it promises to be dif- 


ferent. 


The small camera will take one 


picture every two seconds (it's 
called "slow scan"). The picture 
from the capsule can be received 
when it is within 1,000 miles of 
the 
Cape Canaveral 
receivers. 


Weather permitting, we'll see him 
for seven or eight minutes during 
orbits one through five and 15 
through 20. Pictures will be re- 
ceived on two video tape ma- 
chines in Mercury Control Center, 
and released 
to the television 


pool. 


Sid Darion, the ABC producer 


heading the three-network pool, 
said that the National Aeronautic 
and 
Space 
Administration 
has 


promised also to permit some live 
broadcasts direct from the cap- 
sule as well as rebroadcast of 
tapes. 


Darion was assigned to the job 


two months ago, and since then 
has been busy making arrange- 
ments. 


The launching itself will be cov- 


ered from 14 live camera posi- 
tions and by 14 unmanned sta- 
tionary cameras.
